Two parts of sand, one part of well decumposed leaf mold and one part of garden 
loam will make as a rule a satisfactory growing mixture, When planting have this 
pleasingly damp to touch, Fill your container, put | 
and plant. Before planting trim all damaged or broken roots. In case of a rare 
or valuable plant dip the roots in plant hormone powder, 
Watch your plants for poss&ble enemied: Aphids on some succulents, scales or 
mealies on cacti. Commercial preparations will protect your plants. 
With probably one or two exceptions our plants are not hardy to withstand rigor 
of eastern winters outdoors,
